But wait a minute—don't get the idea this is 


ridicule for the band membership or the leader. 
The criticism is for those—all of us—responsible 
for letting this musical organization—representing 
the schools of Corsicana—representing the proud 
and boastful citizenship of Corsicana—appear in 
.state competition attired to cause comment anything, 
but complimentary. 


Before we go further we would like to pay tri- 


bute to the membership of the school band and its 
fine leader, Mr. Joel Trimble. The youngsters work- 
ed hard, gave of their time and energy—practiced 
faithfully in preparation for the statewide event. 
The band is composed of a loyal, intelligent and 
sincere bunch of youngsters. They are proud of their 
school and proud of the city in which they live. 


What did the school and the city do for them? 


Nothing—only to send them poorly equipped into 
competition 
with adequately equipped and strik- 


ingly attired band organizations from other Texas 
schools. The Corsicana band made a sad showing 
in this flash of color and shining instruments—but 
soon the jeers for the outcast changed to cheers 
when the onlookers lea'rned the true facts. 


The youngsters were cheered for their 
nerve 


and spirit—that same old spirit of '76—to carry on 
regardless of handicaps—that same spirit and rebel 
yell that kept Lee's men fighting although they knew 
the cause was lost. These youngsters did not win 
any of the awards at Waco but they did win de- 
served praise for their nerve and strength of char- 
acter to continue in the competition 
when 
they 


knew, through no fault of their own, they could not 
win. 


All of us should be very much ashamed today. 


We sent a bunch of enthusiastic youngsters into 
state competition clothed in ragged uniforms and 
inadequate musical instruments.* 


But did they quit—not that anyone could notice. 


The loyal mothers who accompanied the band to 
Waco stood on the sidelines with throats choked 
up and tears in their eyes as the home band march- 
ed by—a drab spectacle in a splash of color—heads 
up—bravely playing the stirring music—step firm 
and snappy—carrying on with the spirit of our an- 
cestors which carved an empire from a wilderness. 


We Iiope the embarrassment of the youngsters 


was not in vain. Surely such a situation will not 
again be allowed to occur. The school officials and 
the citizenship surely will see that in 
the 
future 


when we send children into state competition 
they 


will be equipped in a manner befitting the school 
and city they represent. 


Again we want to compliment the fine spirit and 


musical ability of the band membership and to again 
call attention to the excellence of the leader. 


More power to you.

IN TEXASJOUNTIES 


AGRONOMIST COMPARES AV- 
ERAGE LENGTH OF STATE 


AND OTHER AREAS 


COLLEGE STATION, April 17.— 


(Spl.)—"The average staple length 
of Cotton was 14.77 sixteenths Inch 
for 1034 and 13.87 sixteenths inch 
for 1935; whereas the average sta- 
ple length for the entire United 
States crop was 15.58 sixteenths 
Inch for 1934 and 15.47 sixteenths 
Inch for 1935," said E. A, Miller, 
agronomist of the Texas Extension 
Service, in quoting from a recent 
publication of the Bureau of Agri- 
cultural Economics. 


The publication, a 61 page study 


entitled "Quality o. Texas Cotton, 
Crops of 1928-35," contains mater- 
ial assembled in co-operation with 
the 
Texas 
Agricultural 
Experi- 


ment Station. 


"For 
each year of the six year 


period 1938-33, the average staple 
length of cotton produced in Tex- 
as was shorter than that of cot- 
ton produced In the entire Cotton 
Belt," Miller continued. The av- 
erage staple for Texas during the 
period was 15.04 sixteenths inch 
while the average for the entire 
Cotton Belt was 15.32 sixteenths 
inch. 


"The difference In the length of 


staple may not look like so much 
when expressed in terms of six- 
teenths of an inch, but in dollars 
it represents an annual loss which 
runs into millions." 


Since the advent of the boll wee- 


vil, 
Texas cotton has 
gradually 


lowered in stap'le length, Miller 
pointed out. Not only is this cot- 
ton produced in competition with 
foreign countries using cheap la- 
bor, but also any continued pro- 
duction of cotton of such short 
staple will necessarily be reflect- 
ed in a lowering of exports. In 
1935 nearly 61 per cent of the 
Texas cotton crop was less than 
fifteen-sixteenths 
inch staple. Of 
this amount about 21 percent was 
untenderable on staple and 5 per 
cent on grade. 


That Texas is paying more at- 


tention to improving the length 
of its staple is indicated by the 
interest farmers, 
4-H club boys, 


ginners, bankers, merchants, brok- 
ers, and others connected with or 
affected by the cotton industry are 
showing In the situation In 1937. 
"The contests being sponsored for 
both farmers and club boys in 
production of longer staple cot- 
ton may be the turning point In 
the 
Texas cotton 
picture"

saving may start with very 
small items. 
Voters need 


to believe and to let their 
representatives

councils, in state legisla- 
tures and in the national 
congress know that some- 
times

ten cents is 


worth saving^ 


SITTING ON CANADA 


Sit-down 
strikes 
have 


been breaking out—or per- 
haps we should say break- 
ing in—over in Canada late- 
ly, particularly in the auto- 
mobile plants of General 
Motors at Windsor and Osh- 
awa, Ont. They follow the 
American pattern. The Fed- 
eration of Labor has long 
had its Canadian branches 
affiliated with those of the 
States, in skilled labor, and 
now the C. I. O. is seeking 
a similar extension for mass 
production workers. 


The movement, however,

this country. The provincial 
authorities at Toronto ob- 
ject strongly to "foreign iu- 
risdiction."

Preliminary steps towards the 


formation 
of a co-ordinated and 
correlated agricultural 
program 


for all Navarro County embracing 
the activities of all Interested or- 
ganizations were taken fct a meet- 
ing hold Thursday afternoon in 
the Corsicana 
Public 
Library, 
sponsored by the special commit- 
tee of the Corslcana Chamber of 
Commerce 
headed by A, F. Mit- 


chell. 


In Introducing the subject mat- 


ter for discussion, Chairman Mit- 
chell presented statistics 
showing 
that almost every black 
land 


county in Texas which did not 
have some other Industry than 
agriculture, 
had already passed 


its peak of population, total pro- 
duction, and yield per acre and 
had started on a period of de- 
cline. 


He also recounted to the group 


the discoveries of the scientists 
who are now exploring the ruins 
of ancient Mayan civilization In 
the vicinity of Mexico City which 
had a soil and agriculture simil- 
ar to that of 
the 
black 
land 
area; the soil was lost by erosion 
caused by the hetvy rainfall, a 
food shortage developed weaken- 
ing the people, and the tribe was 
destroyed either by disease or an 
invader. 


Decline Halted. 
The chairman nlso pointed out 
that better farming methods by 
co-operating with the government 
programs and more attention 
to 


erosion in 
the past few years 


had 
halted 
the decline of the 


yield per acre in Navarro coun- 
ty.T. 
K. 
Morris, 
technician 
in 


charge of tho Soil Erosion 
staff 


at the CCC camp at Lake Hal- 
bert, pointed out thct the govern- 
ment work was entirely from a 
demonstrational 
standpoint 
and 
that almost every type of erosion 
control project had been started 
or completed in the county at this 
time and was ready for inspec- 
tion. 
Ho stated that actual 
results 


from experiments tt the erosion 
control stations showed losses of 
138 tons of soil per year per acre 
under the old methods of running 
rows up and down rolling lands; 
and loss of 126 tons per acre when 
the rows were run around the 
hills, and 
loss of 12.6 tons 
per 
acre when 
the proper contour 


tillage was carried out with as- 
sistance from strip cropping, 
ter- 


racing and other ava-llable means. 


Mr. Morris declared that It was 


tho aim of the federal depart- 
ment 
to 
concentrate 
Its 
fihst 


efforts on the halting of erosion 
and then to follow up with a 
program 
of soil 
rebuilding. 
He 


extended 
an 
Invitation 
to 
the 


farmers and business men of the 
county to visit any of the dem- 
onstrations at any time. He point- 
ed out that the proper treatments 
of lands Included terracing, strip 
cropping, 
retirement 
of some 


lands to pasture, contour tillage, 
and In some instances reforesta- 
tion. 


R. W. Knight, secretary of the 


chamber of commerce, expressed 
his appreciation at 
the demon- 


stration of interest in the chamber 
policies, and said that his only 
criticism of the business leader- 
ship of thn town and county was 
that they hnd been too much In- 
terested In tho amount of returns 
from the farm lands rather than 
the manner in which they had 
been secured. 
Ho stated that it 


was possible that the chamber 
would have a special committee 
on soil erosion work to augment 
the general efforts of the agricul- 
tural committee because of tho 
importance of the work. He de- 
clared that It would be his pur- 
pose to create

1 better feeling 


and spirit of co-operation between 
the

He suggested as possible planks

Judge Howcll also remarked fol- 


lowing tho completion of the testi-

may." 


Gambling 
Devices. 


"My opinion Is they are gambling 


devices and are violations of the 


ambling laws," Judge Howell said.
